Captain Guest, in his 
yf Speech, predicted that the United. States 
would soon enter ‘the League of Nations. 
He said the only cure for the world’s 
disease of materialism was spiritualism, 
He asked why the law’ a&# exemplified 
by, Mr... T and. other eminent men, 
could not play the part of physician in 

eradicating the neurasthenia and. other 
disabilities : from which the world was 


suffering. 

Mr. T: delighted flie Britishers who 
had not heard him before with. frequent 
chuckles over: his own jokes arid sallies. 

‘I -canno diseuss ores gubllecta. 4 
he explain ~ with the same. delicacy 
with which my feet toceh the floor.’’ 

Mr. Taft discussed the benefits and 
evils of. self-government, which he said 
was ‘the ‘highest aspiration a people 
could "have, -but a too Mberat aprlica- 
tion: of it: might lead to anarchy.
